At whieh ev ery clo se 
friend o f 
Esau dro ps Ms jaw and expects ev ery 
o ther jaw to dro p in uniso n. Esau is 
go ing west—so me, where o ut there 
bey o nd the riv er. 
Perhaps we will 
see him again if fo rtune and chance 
co mbine to take 
care o f him and 
make o ur paths cro ss. But the chance 
is slim—he’s go ing west, o ut there 
so me where bey o nd the 
riv er, 
and 
go o dness o nly kno ws what dangers 
await him. 
Oh y es we kno w it’s no t the same 
trip o f hardships 
the 
fo rty -niners 
to o k, but so meho w we hate to see 
him go to to the “ wild and wo o ley 
west.” 
Emerso n Ho ugh said in a recent 
article in the Saturday Ev ening Po st 
—entitled “Esau in 
Search 
o f 
a 
Ho me”— 
that 
New England 
and 
Pittsburg think they are bo unded o n 
the west by the So uth Sea. There is 
mo re truth than humo r in the state? 
ment. 
Indiana peo ple are abo v e the 
av erage in intelligence but so meho w 
they hav e nev er co me to realize that 
the fro ntier has been westward into 
the Pacific o cean wears ago , and that 
pisto ls and Indians are no t the o nly 
tMngs o f interest fo und west o f the 
Mississippi. 
It is true that this so mething, bo r­ 
dering o n superstitio n is gradually 
disappearing and we are co ming to 
realize that fro m New Yo rk to San 
Francisco is but a step after all. Yes 
it seems a. sho rt distance when we 
lo o k o n disinterestedly at so me o ne 
“go ing west.” 
But if it happens to 
be o ne o f o ur frinends o r relativ es, 
we think it’s a lo ng way s. 
By all 
means giv e us the disinterested v iew. 
While the east has been busy with 
her o wn selfish interests—and still 
lo o king to the eastward— the west has 
gro wn fro m bo 'y ho o d into real man­ 
ho o d. 
It has gro wn so fast, and is 
gro wing so fast, that so me—in fact 
mo st o f its city co usins east o f the 
riv er wo uld no t kno w it. 
Gro wing 
by leaps and bo unds—while we hav e 
been lo o king in 'the o ther directio n. 
And no w o ur gaze is shifting and 
we are lo o king to ward the Ro ckies— 
and bey o nd. 


“But why?” 
Somebody asks. 
Why must Esau go ? 
That’s w Ii att 
staggers us. 
Why pull up the ro o ts 
that hav e been gro wing deeper and 
deeper fo r y eas—just 'to go west. 
Perhaps Esau is a y o ung man. His 
father say s there’s no sense in it. 
“I’v e made mo ney here, and y o u 
can. 
There are a loft 
y o ung men 
here that are go ing to make a lo t o f 
mo ney right in this to wn” he tells 'the 
abo ut-! -be-pro digal. 
. “Yo u’re right father” 
Esau 
an­ 
swers. “Mo re than that there will be 
a lo t mo re y o ung men co me in here 


and make small fo rtunes.” 


“Then why can’t y o u grasp so me 


tho se o ppo rtunities since I arriv ed o n 
where y o u belo ng?” 


“I’v e been lo o king fo r so me 
o f 


tho se o po rtunities since I arriv ed o n 
the scene o f actio n so me twenty -fiv e 
y ears ago . I’m co lo r blind to o ppo r­ 
tunities here—I’m go ing to get a new 
new.” 
That settles it. 
Perhaps Esau has been wo rking en 
a salary —and is tired. 
He has a 
small bank acco unt say o f $4000. He 
wants to be independent—to be his 
o wn bo ss. He’s tired o f the grind o f 
an o ffice—he’s go ing wesit. 
Fo r he 
say s $4000 will go farther to ward in­ 
v estment in sthe west than it will here. 
That settles it. 
Perhaps Esau’s health ' has no t 
been all that he wo uld like. 
He kno ws tthat the dry climates are 
the health zo nes o f the United States. 
He is tired o f the co ld, slo ppy , sno wy , 
blustry winters. He kno ws there are 
places where it is pleasant to li\» ; he 
y ear ro und. 
That settles it. 
And so Esau go es west to beco me 
his 
o wn bo ss, 
to enjo y 
better 
health—to beco me o ne o f the millio ns 
o f land o wners in the United States. 


And Where Does He Go? 
Esau pro bably lo o ks to ward the 
o ldest sectio n first. He inv estigates 
Orego n and finds it go o d. He inv esti­ 
gates Co lo rado and finds it go o d. He 
lo o ks to Califo rnia and finds it go o d. 
Idaho and Mo ntana also are go o d. 
The Peco s Valley o f New Mexico he 
finds is go o d and there is so mething 
else abo ut it that appeals to him. 
He finds this difficultly with the 
o lder sectio ns. 
He realizes that his 
$4000 wiTCno t go far to ward buy ing 
impro v ed o rchard land that is selling 
fro m $800 to $2000 an acre. 
Wo rth 
it are they ? Yes. Esau a n sw e rs, I 
hav e no do ubt o f it. but it is to o high 
fo r my bank acco unt. Ne lo o ks again 
at the Peco s Valley o f New Mexico . 
There he finds $800 and $1000 land— 
but he also finds that because o f the 
fact that it is a new co untry —prac­ 
tically speaking there is still unde­ 
v elo ped land that can be bo ught at 
much less. 
But will the Peco s Valley fill the 
requirement^? Esau first wants an 
apple co untry . He finds go o d mark­ 
ets, fine apples, apple gro wers getting 
to p no tch price. 
But, say s Esau, my 
o rchard will nett giv e me any returns 
fo r fiv e y ears. I hav e to liv e till my 
trees begin 
to 
bear. 
He 
searches 
thro ugh the literature again. 
“Go o d! here it is. It’s a fine celery 
co untry . 
Straw berries, sweet po ta­ 
to es, and o ther garden 'truck y ield 
big returns. 
I can use 'the gro und 
between my 
trees until 
the apple 
trees are large eno ugh.” 
(“And 
I wo nder what abo ut that 
climate? 
I kno w it’s fine in winter, 
fo r T hav e a friend who to ld me sm 
Brit do es it get unbearably ho t in 
summer? 
I’ll write a friend who was 
there last summer.” 


This answer 
came 
back: 
“Gets 


pretty warm in day time. 
Sun is ho t 


but it is alway s co mfo rtable in the 


shade. Ho wev er the heat is no t as

All that giv es the 
anti-salo o n cau se its being is the pro ­ 
test o f common decency against ac­ 
tion o f salo o n keepers and bartend­ 
ers that are really u nmanly , and that 
are known to be 
rev o lting to tru e 
sentiment by men who indu lge them. 
If a hu sband and father is plied 
with drink u ntil his weekly wages are 
spent; 
if a welcoming smile is giv ­ 
en to cro o ks and lo afers; 
if bo y s 
are enco u raged to take stro ng liq u or 
freely ; if women and girls, whether 
hardened v eterans o f the street or 
nov ices in the land o f Bohemia, are 
to lerated in back ro o ms; 
if pro les- 
sioffal gamblers are permitted to ply 
their v o catio n, then the pro prieto r or 
su bo rdinate who is gu ilty , knows that 
he has no place with good women or 
ho nest men, bu t is fit only fo r the 
co ntempt o f all decent ey es. 
One wou ld almo st be 
willing to 
condone the piou s frau d co ntemplat­ 
ed at Delphi fo r the sake o f the o b­ 
ject lesson that decent salo o ns wou ld 
be to bo th the scamps o f the liq u o r 
traffic and the pro hibitio n lu natics; 
fo r the ex periment, if fairly made, 
wou ld demo nstrate fo r all o bserv ers

Pu t the salo o ns o f Indiana 
into the hands o f men who can look 
a good woman in the face witho u t a 
q u alm o f conscience and the war be­ 
tween co u nty o ptio n and township 
option, the Brewers’ Asso ciatio n and 
the Anti-Salo o n Leagu e will v anish 
so swiftly and completely that the 
place thereo f shall know 
them no 
more fo rev er. 


Our Antiquated Road Laws. 


(New Castle Co u rier.) 
Indiana clings o bstinately to the 
ancient laws which prov ide fo r wo rk­ 
ing o u t the ro ad tax es. It ev en per­ 
mits a tax pay er to wo rk on the ro ads 
at will at any time between May and 
December. Thu s it happens that the 
law is “worked” to a frazzle, bu t the 
ro ads are hardly at all. 
The ro ad law is a 
frau d and a 
joke. A tax o f abo u t two million do l­ 
lars is annu ally lev ied in the to wn­ 
ships o u tside o f inco rpo rated towns 
and cities, fo r the repair and main­ 
tenance o f ro ads. 
It is a co nserv a­ 
tiv e estimate that 
no t to 
ex ceed 
twenty -fiv e per cent o f the lev y to be 
worked o u t is ju dicio u sly ex pended 
on the ro ads. 
Why is this frau d co ntinu ed? 
Let 
u s see. There is assessed against the 
railro ads and o ther pu blic 
serv ice 
co rpo ratio ns in the State abo u t fo u r 
hu ndred tho u sand do llars o f 
ro ad 
tax . This tax shou ld be paid in cash 
bu t on the co ntrary it is farmed ou t 
to co ntracto rs who deliv er the re­ 
ceipts at abo u t eighty cents on the 
dollar. 
Thu s the railro ad company 
stands to sav e twenty cents on the 
do llar. 
The co ntracto r su b-lets to local 
people to do the work o r otherwise 
obtain the receipts signed by the su p­ 
erv iso r and that it is o ften 
done 
“o therwise” at from 
fifty to six ty 
cents on 
the do llar is a matter of 
common knowledge. The difference is 
div ided between the co ntracto r and 
the 
su bstitu te. 
It is 
easy to see 
where the pu blic do esn’t come.in. 
Meantime the railro ad companies, 
knowing what pro fits them, are not 
seeking a change. 
The co ntracto rs 
and su b-co ntracto rs do no t propose 
to be pu t ou t o f bu siness if they can 
help it. These parties in interest are 
combined in su ppo rt o f n lobby to 
o ppo se any 
and 
ev ery 
pro po sed 
change in the law. 
At this writing the lobby is direct­ 
ing its efforts against hou se bills 80 
and 81, arid Senate bills 10 and 11, 
all designed to remedy the ev ils of 
the law. We hav e not receiv ed copies 
of the bills, bu t the fact that they 
hav e aro u sed the activ e opposition cf 
the lobby working in the interest of 
the railro ads and the ro ad co ntract­ 
ors, speaks well fo r their merits.

su pervision of the saloons. Only the

It is declared that a larg e nu m­ 
ber o f the bills are fo r v o te selling and 
perju ry . 
Ev ery perso n co nnected with the 
state’s atto rney ’s o ffice is secretiv e in 
reg ard to the indictments, and all po s­ 
itiv ely refu se to g iv e o u t any info rma­ 
tio n. 
Fro m the nu mber o f jail cases, 
ho wev er, and o ther m atters said to be 
u nder co nsideratio n, it is safe to make 
the statem ent that abo u t 100 o f the 
indictments are fo r v o te selling and 
po ssibly a do zen fo r perju ry . 
The statem ent came fro m an au ­ 
tho ritativ e so u rce that indictm ents o n 
perju ry charg es had been prepared fo r 
two perso ns hig hly co nnected, and it 
is ex pected mo re than pro bable that 
the g rand ju ry v o ted them. 
There was a g reat deal o f ex cite­ 
ment in the v icinity o f the co u rtho u se. 
A 'larg e cro wd co ng reg ated and specu ­ 
latio n was rife as to the nu mber o f 
po liticians cau g ht. 
The g rand ju ry inv estig atio n was 
the o u tg ro wth o f m u rmu ring o f elec­ 
tio n frau ds which beg an after the pri­ 
maries last September, and which in­ 
creased in v o lu me after the No v ember 
electio n. The hints o f scandal became 
so persistent and the indifference o f 
po liticians so no ticeable, that Ju dg e 
Kinbro u g h, in charg ing the g rand ju ry , 
o rdered that it inv estig ate the repo rted 
frau ds.

in terferin g with the qualification s that 
hav e been 
prescribed 
in 
southern 
states for the black v oter. 
The supporters of the popular elec­ 
tion id ea charged by in feren ce that 
Mr. Root had d ragged the gran d father 
amen d men t issue in to the d ebate sole­ 
ly for the purpose of alien atin g the 
southern sen ators from the resolution . 


W ill Alienate Southern Votes. 


The Sutherlan d amen d men t to the 
d irect election s resolution is the fea­ 
ture of the plan that is botherin g the 
southern sen ators. 
This amen d men t 
prov id es that con gress shall hav e pow­ 
er to fix time an d place an d prescribe 
the m an n er an d method s of election s 
for Un ited States sen ators. The d irect 
election resolution itself leav es this 
m atter to the states themselv es. It is 
practically certain that the Sutherlan d 
amen d men t will be ad opted , as m an ' 
who fav or d irect election as well ai 
all of the oppon en ts of the proposition 
will v ote for it. 
if the Sutherlan d 
amen d men t is ad opted the v otes of the 
southern Democrats on the gen eral 
proposition apparen tly will be alien ­ 
ated . 
The rumpus with the southern sen a­ 
tors came at the con clusion of Sen a 
tor Root’s speech. 
Sen ator Bacon of 
Georgia arose an d . after d eclarin g that 
the speech was on e of the most im­ 
pressiv e ev er d eliv ered in the sen ate, 
he asked Sen ator Root to explain what 
he m ean t by certain v eiled referen ces 
to con d ition s in southern states. 
Sen ator Root in reply recalled that 
he had been d iscussin g the proposed 
surren d er in the d irect election reso­ 
lution 
by 
the 
gov ern men t 
of 
the 
Un ited States of the power n ecessary 
to en force effectiv ely the fourteen th 
an d fifteen th -amen d men ts to the con - 
stitn tion . 
"There are some thin gs d on e in the 
south " said he. "which I kn ow the 
sen ator from Georgia d pplores. There 
are the lyn chin gs an d the cases of 
peon age. Then there are the con sti­ 
tution s with their gran d father clauses 
which were ad opted to n ullify the four­ 
teen th an d fifteen th amen d men ts. The 
people of the Un ited States are appar­ 
en tly willin g to hold their han d s an d 
to giv e god speed to the southern peo­ 
ple so that they can work out their 
d elicate problems, but if the time 
comes for the protection of the blacks 
an d the people of the n ation are con ­ 
v in ced that oppression # bein g v isited 
on them, then the great reserv e power 
of the n ation al gov ern men t will be re­ 
en ergized an d exercised in these four­ 
teen th an d fifteen th amen d men ts.” 
Sen ator Bacon resen ted the men ­ 
tion in g of lyn chin gs an d peon age, an d 
there was a sharp exchan ge of v iews 
before the m atter d ropped .
